Fight Diphtheria Early 

Because the number of deaths 
from Diphtheria in Kentucky has 
almost doubled in the last three 
years, and doubled needlessly, 
according to Dr. A. T. McOor 
mack, State Health Officer, the 
State Board of Health already is 
starting a campaign which has as 
its sole object the lowering of 
the number of fatalities next 
winter from this disease. 

There were 352 deaths from 
diphtheria reported in lfllt), ac 
cording to J. F. Blackerby, di 
rector of the Board of Health's 
Bureau of vital statistics. The 
number rose in 1920 to 423 and 
last year jumped again to 044. 

These deaths, Dr. McCormack 
says, every one could have been 
prevented if antitoxin in suffi- 
cient quantities had been admin- 
istered early enouge in the his 
lory of each case. 

Steps being taken by the Board 
of Health now to lower the deaths 
from diphtheria this wiuter in- 
clude the calling to a'l doctors' 
attention the fact that the board 
has available all the antitoxin 
needed, emphasizing the necessi- 
iy of using this antitoxio before 
the disease has taken too firm a 
bold on its victim, and advocacy 
of the use of the Schick test in 
schools where there has been a 
case of diphtheria.

Federal-Aid Roads 

Increased 600 Miles 

Nearly 600 miles nearer the 
goal of a completed system of 
highway! for the United States 
is the report of the Bureau of 
Public Roads of the United States 
Department of Agriculture for 
the month of July. The final 
Coal, the construction of a system 
of approximately 180,000 miles 
of Federal-aid highway consist- 
ing of a network of trunk line 
and secondary roads reaching in 
to practically every county is 
still along way off, but we are 
MM miles nearer than at the 
beginning of the year according 
to the bureau. 

Completed Federal aid roads 
now total 18,209 miles with 14,912 
miles under construction and ap 
proximately 60 per cent complete. 
Including projects not yet under 
construction Federal-aid roads in 
all stages now total 40,:i38 miles. 

There is no indication of any 
slackening of the greatly increas 
ed rate of progress which began 
with the season of 1021 as the 
States continue to pour in plans 
for new projects and place them 
under construction as rapidly as 
possible. Nearly twelve and one 
half million dollars was obligated 
to new projects in June mid July, 
and in the week ending Augusts 
reports were received of the let 
ting of 68 new projects and an- 
nouncement of 57 to be let. 

At the present time the force 
of the bureau is taxed to the lim 
it with the examination of new 
plans sad projects, inspection uf 
roads under construction and the 
planning of the Federal aid high 
way system which is being got- 
ten into final shape.
